BULK METERS 
1. General 

(a) This part deals wi h the accuracy requirements for bulk meters 
used in setroleum trade. 

(b) Bulk me ers shall not have a capacity below 160 litres. 
2. Definitions 

(a ) Pressure drop - The difference between the inlet and outlet pres. 
sure of the meter and is the pressure required to force liquid through the 
meter and overcome its resist arce to movement. 

(b ) Hydraulic slip or Slippage - Thatquantity of liquid which possos 
through the meter without causing any registration . 

(c) Flow range — That portica of he meter s to al flow capacity in 
which it operates to meet the required degree of accuracy is measurment.

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3. Types and construction 

(a ) Bulk ir eters used for measuring liquid petroleum products shal 
be posi ive displacement n eter in wh ch the liquid u der a positive pressure 
head causes the measuring elements in themeter to rotate, reciprocate or 
otherw se move through a dehned volumetric di placement b fore the liquid 
passes from themeter. This movement is interpreted through a train of 
geais on a register as a measure of liquid volume. 

(b ) Meters difer widely in construction , but in general they may be 
divided into th : following two main classes 

(i) Capillary seal meter -- Capillary seal meters which may either 

be of reciprocating, rotary or other types are sealed with a 
thin film of the l quid being measured and are usually charac 

terized by a relatively low pressure-drop . 
(ii) Packed or Mechanical seal meter - Packed or mechanical 

sealmeters are always of the recip ocaring piston type and are 
sealed by a suitabl designed piston ring or washer to prevent 
slip or leakage or liquid . They have a higher pressure-drop 

than capillary seal meters. 
(c) Capillary seal meters are generally preferat le for installarion 
where gravity discha ge s essential, both packed aud capillary seal meters 
ale suitable for pressure discharge . 

(d ) Meters are usually constructed of aluminium , aluminium alloys , 
bronze, biass or gun metal and stainless or special steels for certain small 
components. Ca bon be iings and c ibon vanes a e also used since they 
operare satisfactorily without lubrication . 

(e ) Meters are sometimes fitted with automatically or manually 
operated Iem erature compensating devices. These devices co rect he 
e pan ion or contraction o the liquid being measured with change of tem 
peia uie and di ectly in icate the volume which the liquid would occupy 
at a standard temperature. 

Ti é devices are at sſ. ciory when the liquid 
temper ture remains su istantially constant but when n arked fluctuations in 
temperature occur, they should be u .ed . for accur te measurement only 
when their response to temperature ch nge is very rapid . 

4. Meter installation 

The installa ion of the bulk meer has a direct bearing upon its opera 
tion and such caracteris ic . a3 he rate of flow and accuracy mybe 
seriou ly affected if it is not correcily inst .lled . It is, therefore, essen ial 
that where possible the layout be bued on the following : - 

(i) Meters shll be p otected by a s:rainer or filier and an air elimi 
nator fitted as close to the i let as poss ble so as to remove all particles 
which are injurious to the meter and wh ch mig it impair its accuracy . They 
shall not be at a lower level. 

( ii ) The pipe work shall be so a ranged that the strainer, air 
separator and meter cannot be accidentally drained . 
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(iii ) All pipe work and fittings shall be cleaned , and flushed out to 
remove scale and foreign mitter before installing the meter 

.. 
(iv) The meter shall be mounted securely on a horizontal base using 
rubber mounting pads to reduce shock and vibration where these are likely 
to occur . 

(v) Inlet and outlet pipe work shall not exercise a strain on the 
meter body. Acute bends, tees and elbows shall be avoided as far as 
possible, 

(vi) The layoutshall be so designed as to facilitate removal of the 
meter without un iecessa ily disturbing the pipe work and sufficient space 
shall be provided to allow for meter calibra:ion, cleaning and small servicing 
requiremenis. 

( vii) If pipe jointing compounds are used , these shall be applied to 
themale parts and not to female parts. It is vital not to allow any com 
pound to enter the meter. 

(viii) The meter shall be located so that the register is clearly 
readable by the operator from the control point. 

( ix ) Flow control valves, when fitted , sh.ll be installed adjacent to 
the outlet of the merer. If a valve is installed on the inlet sise , it shall be 
located at a sufficient distance on the upstream side to ensure a uniform 
steady flow through the meter when the valve is throttled . 

(x ) Pulsaring flow , such as that caused by piston pumps, shall be 
avoided , if this is not possible to achieve, a surge tank or alleviator should 
be installed upstream of the ineter (s). 

5. Tests 

(a) Allmeters shall be tested for accuracy of discharge as described 
in items (i) to (iii) below : 

(i) All meters shall be tested under conditions which duplicate 

normal opera ing conditions as closely as possible particularly 

in respect of rates of flow and the product invo.ved . 
( ii) Before commencing checking of a meter, the meter shall be 

run for severalminutes to en :ure that all units are functioning 

smoothly. 
(iii) For testing of meters, a poving tank shall be used . The 

capacity of the provi g tank shall be sufficient in size to con 
tain at least one minute s flow through the meter at its normal 

operating rate when used for bulk loadirg. 
(b) The procedure for testing shall be as follows :-- 
(i) After all connections have been made fill the tank of a verified 

capacity once with the full quant.ty in order to wet all surfaces 
to fill the discharge hose and to prove that there are no leiks 

in the connection ; 
ii) Empty the proving tank and close the outlet valvo after it is 

completely drained ; 
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( iii) Set the meter dial to zero reading ; 
(iv ) Fill the proving tank through the meter to a point where the 

meter dial records the capacity of the proving tank. If the 
meter is fitted with ard an automatic presetting device, set 

this to deliver the capacity of the proving tank ; 
(v ) Note the rea iig on the graduated gauge glass of the proving 
tank, which wo ld sho v that the meter is, 

within the permissible error , or 

b yond the permissible error ; 
(vi) If it is bevon 1 the permissible error, adjust the meter until 

the eriors are brought wi hin the permissible error prescribed 

in items ( i), (iii ), ( iv ) and (v). 
(vii) Rep at steps ii), (iii) (iv) and (v ) until the meter gives two 

consecutive deliver es within the per issible error ; and 
(viii) If themeter has been found to give accurate measure in the 

initi I test itself , make a further test to check the accuracy 

re or ied . 
(c ) Permissible E - ror. — The permissible errors shall lot exceed 
Ł01per ce it for any quantity discharged . 

(d The bulk meter shall be complete with all parts and attachments 
concerned wth the opera ion of measurement and delive . y . 
6. Marking 

(a). Every bulk meter shall be conspiciously , clearly and prominently 
marked with the flowing indications: 

( 1) Registerrg cap -city ; 
(2 ) Name of register d tr. de mark of the manufaeturer ; 

(3 ) Identifica ion number. 

(b ) The buik meter shall be provided with a plate fastened in a 
prominent place to receive the markings mentioncd in (a ) above and to 
riceive the stamp of he Inspectors seal. 

7 Sealing 

Every bulk meter shall be provided with a suitable sealing arrange 
men for receiving the Inspectors stam ). 


PART IV 

Water Meters (Domestic Type) 
1. General 

This part applies to inferensial (horizontal flow ) and semipositive 
types of water meters with thre ded and connections and of nominal sizes 
up to and including 50 mm . The part applies to both wet-dial and dry-dial 
uters . 


2. Terminology 

(a ) Meter Casing :—The outer casing in which the entire meter 
mecharism is housed 

It consists of the body, the registration box , ihe 
Cap and the lid . Some of these parts may be integral. 

(b ) Body. — The part of themeter casing which houses the impeller 
chamber and the transmission gear train of the inferential water meier or 
themeasuring chamber of the semipositive water meter . 

(c) Registration Box . - The part of the meter casing which houses the 
registration device . 

(d ) Cap . The part of the meter casing to which is fitted the dial 
cover and the lid . 

(e) Lid.The top cover which is hinged to the cap with a view to 
protecting the transparent dial cover. 

Impeller Chamber . — The enclosure in which the impeller of an 
inferential water meter operates. A separate impeller hamber may not 
be necessary in case where the body is designed to act as impeller chamber, 
The transmission gear train may be located either inside or outside the 
impeller chamber . 

(g) Measuring Chamber:-- The enclosure in which the piston of a 
semipositive water opera es. The transmission gear train may be located 
either in ide or outside the measuring chamber. 

(h ) Registration Device. - The unit which comprises the recording 
gear train and the indicating device consisting of a counter or pointers 
working on a dial or a combination of both . It registers in suitable 
volumetric units the quantity of water which has passed ihrough the meter . 

(i) Waty Meter, Dry.dial Type.-Meter in which the counter 
mechanism is isolated from water flowing through the meter. 

(j) Watır Met Wet dial Type .— Meter in which the complete counter 
unit is in coniact with water flow through the meier. 

" (k ) Water Meter , Inferential Tyte --Meter which measures the 
velocity of flow from which the discharge is measured . 

(1) Water Meter , Semipositive Type. — Meter which volumetrically 
record practically down to zero flow of the water that has passed through , 
with a small unavoidable leakage. 


3. Nominal Sizes 


(a ) Water meters shall be of the following nominal sizes:

Use of 
dissimilar metals in contact under water shall be avoided as far as possible 
in order to minimize electrolytic corrosion . 

(1 ) Body — The body of water meter shall be made either from type 
A or Type B materi: Is as specified b low : 

(i) Type A. - The body of water meters shall be made from 

bronze, brass or any other corrosion -resistant material but 

not aluminium alloy . 
(ii) Type B. - The body of the water meters shall be made from 

ferrous metals or suitable plastics . 
The body shall be free from all manu acturing and processing defects 
such as blow -holes and spongy , structure, and shall not be repaired by 
plugging, welding or by the addition ofmeterials. The internal shape of the 
body shall ensure smooth flow of water and easy dismantling . 

(c) Regist :ation Box . — Registration box of water meters of type A 
shall be made from bronze , biass. aluminium alloy or suitable plastics . 
Registration box of water meters of Type B shall be made from any of the 
ferrous metals as specified for body of Type B meter, suitable plastics or 
aluminium alloys. The r.gistration box of dry - dial water meters shall be 
provided with one or two escape holes for minimizing the accumulation of 
condensed water. 


Note - Aluminium alloy shall not be used for wet-dial meters. 

(d) Cap:-(i). Cap of water meters of Type A shall be made from 
brass, bronze , aluminium alloy or suitable plastics. The cap of water meters 
of Type B shall be made of plastics or alun inium alloy where the cap and 
r« gistration box are integral, themater al for cap may be the same as used 
for regisıration box . [(see sub -clause (c) ). The cap shall be so designed 
and fixed to the registration box as to void

( iii) In Dry -type water meters, the transparent window covering 

the dial may be provided with a wiper on the inner side for 
wiping off condensed water. 
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Connections. The meter casing shall be fitted in the pipe line by 
means of two conical or cylindrical nipples or tail pieces with connec ing 
nuts which shall be provided with each meter. The nipples of water meters 
of Type A shall bemade of the same materials as specifid fr body in sub 
clause (b ). Nipples ofwater meters of Type B shall be made of the same 
materials as specified for the body where they are integralwith thebody ofthe 
water meters, where they are separate, they hall be made ofmilleable iron , 
galvanized steel or suitable pla tics.

(1) Screws and Studs. -Screws and studs shall be of brass or other 
corrosion- resistant material. 

(g ) Strainers. - Water meters shall be provided with strainers. 
Strainers shall be of a material which is not susceptible to electrolytic 
corrosion . They shall be of plast cs or other corrosion -resistant materials 
for both Type A and Tye B meters. They shall be rigid , easy to rem ve 
and clean , and shall be fitted on the inlet side of the water meter . It shall 
be poss ble to remove and clean the strainer in such a way as not to permit 
disturbing the regist: at on box or tampering with it. The strainer shall 
have a total area of holes not less than tice the area of the nominal inlet 
bore of the pipe to which the meter is connected ; however , in the case of 
meters p.ovided wth internal strainer involving opening of the registration 
box for cleaning, an additional external strainer shall be fitted on the inlet 
side satisłying the above requir,ments. 
(h ) (i) Impullers and Pistons.— Inpellers of inferential meters shall be 

of ebwite , vul anite or suitable p astic or other non - absorbent 
material or it should be of corrosion - re.istantmetal. It shall 
be accurately balanced . Impeller shaft shall rest on a self 
cleaning tearing wh ch has as low frictional resistances as

(iii ) Rotary or rscillating pistons in the ca e of se ni-positive type 

meters shail be on non - absorbent material, such as vi lcanile 
or ebonite . Pistons shall be accu ately finished and shall 

operate freely . 
(iv ) Impellers and pistons shall be durable and sh: ll work with as 

low a frictional resistance as pussible , 
(i) Impeller or Measuring Chamber. — The impeller (see clause 2.(1 ) or 
m - asuring chánr:ber shall be of a corrosion - resistant material an I shall be 
rigid and shall not change its formas a result of internal stresses 


or with use . 
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(1) Gears and Pinions. - Gears and pinions shall be constructed as to 
fully and smoothly mesh with each other, and shall be firmly fitted on their 
shafts . Gears and pinions coming in contact with water shall conform to the 
material specified for impeller shaft in items (h ) (i) and (h ) (ii ) above. 

(k ) Bearings. - Impeller bearings shall be of agate , sapphire or any 
other suitable material with good wear-resisting properties suitably ground 
and polished . The shape of the impeller bearing shall be such as to prevent 
the penetration of part cles of sand and to preclude the deposit of anything 
in solution or suspension in water and to facilitate the washing away of such 
deposits by the water flow . The shafts of the gears shall revolve freely in 
their bearings. The length of the bearings shall ensure their effective 
operation . 

(1) Counter . — The counter shall be made of the material which will 
not corrode or distort, such as plate brass or suitable plastics . The counter 
shall be of the circular miltipointer pattern with all poiniers reading clock . 
wise. The individual pointers shall be so located on the dial that the 
reading can be taken in a clock -w se direction . The indicating device may 
also be of the straight reading counter or a corabinatio of pointer and 
counter. The ro lers (fihe counters shall bemade of nickel or nickel plated 
brass or plastics specially suitable for the purpose and shall be self 
lubricating. 

(m ) The ranges of registration shall be as given in table I. 

( ) Dial. - The dial shall be of vitreous enamel on copper anodized 
aluminium or plastics, or of any other suitable material ensuring indes 
tructible marking and good l.gibility . che unt of measurement, namely, 
litre shall be marked on the dial as LITRES in bold face . 

(o ) Sealing -Sealing holes shall be provided ard the meters shall be 
sealed in such a manger as to render it impossible to obtain access to the 
measuring unit without breaking the seals.

(a ) Location of Serial Number. The serial number of the ur eter shall 
be clearly indicated on the screw cap or in any other suitable place .

(b ) Tolerance on the overall lengih shall be 5 mm . 


6. Performance Requirements

THE CONSERVATION OF FOREIGN EXCHANGE AND 
PREVENTION OF SMUGGLING ACTIVITIES ACT, 1974 

( No. 52 of 1974 ) 
An Act to provide for preventive detention in certain cases for 

the purposes of conservation and augmentation of foreign 
exchange 

and prevention of smuggling activities and for 
matters connected therewith . 

WHEREAS violations of foreign exchange regulations and 
smuggling activities are having an increasingly deleterious effect 
on the national economy and thereby a serious adverse efi ect on 
the security of the State ; 

AND WHEREAS having regard to the persons by whom apd 
the manner in which such activities or violations are organised 
and carried on , and having regard to the fact that in certain areas 
which are highly vulnerable to smuggling, smuggling activities of 
a.considerable magnitude are clandestinely organised and carried 
on , it is necessary for the effective prevention of such activities 
end violations to provide for detention of persons concerned in 
ery manner tbcretith ; 
G. 48 /1C . 
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BE it enacted by Parliament in the Twenty -fifth Year of the 
Republic of India as follows: 

1. Short title , extent and commencement.- (1 ). This Act may 
be called the Conservation of Foreign Exchange and Preven 
tion of Smuggling Activities Act, 1974 . 

( 2 ) It extends to the whole of India . 

( 3 ) It shall come into force on such date (being a date not 
later than the twentieth day of December , 1974 ), as the Central 
Government may , by notification in the Official Gazette , appoint . 

2. Definitions . - In this Act, unless the context otherwise 
requires, 

(a ) " appropriate Government means, as respects a detention 
order made by the Central Government or by an officer of the

5. Power to regulate place and conditions of detention .-- 
Every person in respect of whom a detention order has been 
made shall be liable 

(a ) to be detained in such place and under such conditions 
including conditions as to maintenance, interviews or communi 
cation with others, discipline and punishment for breaches of 
discipline, as the appropriate Government may , by general or 
special order , specify ; and 
3. (b ) to be removed from one place of detention to another 
place of detention , whether within the same State or in another 
Statė by order of the appropriate Government: 

Provided that no order shall be made by a State Government 
under clause ( b ) for the removal of a person from Slale to 
another State except with the consent of the Government of 
that other State.

(a ) make a report in writing of the fact to a Metropolitan 
Magistrate or a Magistrate of the first class having jurisdiction 
in the place where the said person ordinarily resides ; and there 
upon the provisions of sections 82, 83, 84 and 85 of the Code of 
Criminal Procedure , 1973 ( 2 of 1974 ), shall apply in respect of 
tlie said person and his property as if the order directing that 
he be detained were a warrant issued by the Magistrate ; 

(b ) by order notified in the Official Gazette direct the said 
person to appear before such officer, at such place and within 
such period as may be specified in the order ; and if the said 
person fails to comply with such direction , he shall, unless he

(f) in every case where the Advisory Board has reported 
that there is in its opinion sufficient cause for the detention of 
a person , the appropriate Government may confirm the detention 
order and continue the detention of the person concerned for 
such period as it thinks fit and in every case where the Advisory 
Board has reported that there is in its opinion no sufficient 
cause for the detention of the person concerned , the appropriate 
Government shall revoke the detention order and cause the person 
to be released forthwith . 

9. Cases in which and circumstances under whicl: persons may 
be detained for longer than three months without obtaining 
opinion of Advisory Board.- (1 ) Notwithstanding anything con 
tained in this Act , any person (including a foreigner ) iu respect of 
whom an order of detention is made under this Act at any time 
before the 31st day of December , 1975 may he detained without

( iii) engages or is likely to engage in transporting or con 
cealing or keeping smuggled goods in any area highly vulnerable 
to smuggling, 
and makes a declaration to that effect within five weeks of the 
detention of such person . 


Explanation .-- In this sub -section , " area highly vulnerable to 
smuggling" means 

(i) the Indian customs waters ; 

( ii) the inland area fifty kilometres in width from the coast 
of India falling within the territories of the states of Gujarat, 
Karnataka, Kerala , Maharashtra , Tamil Nadu and the Union terri 
tories of Goa, Daman and Diu and Pondicherry ; and 
( iii) such further or other inland 

area not exceeding one 
hundred kilometres in width from any coast or other border of 
India , as the Central Government may, having regard to the 
vulnerability of that area to smuggling , by notification in the 
Official Gazette, specify in this behalf. 

( 2 ) In the case of any person detained under a detention 
order to which the provisions of sub -section ( 1 ) apply , section 8 
shall have effect subject to the following modifications, namely : 

(i) in clause (b ), for the words " shall, within five weeks" , 
the words " may , at any time prior to but in no case later than 
three months before the expiration of one year ” shall be substi 
tuted ; 

(ii) in clause ( c ), for the words " from the date of detention 
of the person concerned " , the words " from the date on which the 
reference is made to it " shall be substituted .

The Compulsory Deposit (Income- tax Payers) Scheme, 1974 , framed 
under the Compulsory Deposit Scheme (Income-tax Payers) Act, 1974 , was 
published in the Gazette of India Extraordinary Part 11 -- Section 3 -- Sub 
section (i) dated the 12th November 1974 vide G. S. R. 463 ( E ) of that 
date . The Scheme has come into effect from the 15th November 1974 , 
The main provisions of the Compulsory Deposit Scheme ( Income-tax 
Payers) Act, 1974 and the aforesaid Scheme, in so far as they relate to 
salaried employees, are : 

(i) The liability to make compulsory deposits arises in cases where 
the current income of a person for the relevant previous year exceeds 
Rs. 15,000 . In the case of salaried tax- payers, the relevant previous years 
for this purpose would be the financial years 1974-75 and 1975-76 . The 
expression current income is explained later , 

As part of marginal adjustments, no deposit is to be made by a person 
whose current income is up to Rs. 15,100 . 

( ii ) The deposits are required to be made for the assessment years 
1975-76 and 1976-77 , that is to say, with reference to the income for the 
financial years 1974-75 and 1975-76 ; 

(iii ) The rates of compulsory deposit required to be made are: 
Where the current income exceeds 4 % of the current income.

Where the current income exceeds Rs. 1,000 plus 6 per cent

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(iv) The deposits are to be made by 31st March 1975 and 31st 
March 19 76 either in one lump sum or in quarterly instalments . However, 
not more than one deposit shall be inade in any one quarter (i. e. April to 
June, July to September, October to December and January to March); 

(v ) The deposits can be made at any office of the Reserve Bank 
branch or ottce of the State Bank of India and its subsidiaries or nationalised 
Banks, her eafter referred to as deposit office ; 

(vi) It is the individual s responsibility to make the compulsory 
deposit . For this purpose the depositor shall make an application to the 
deposit office in Form A and tender the amount of initial deposit there 
with either in cash or by a crossed cheque drawn in favour of the deposit 
office. (Specimen of Form A is enclosed ); 

(vii). The deposit office shall issue a receipt for the deposit made and 
also a pass book . The receipt given by the deposit office shall be forwarded 
by the depositor along with the return of income in proof of having made 
the deposit; 

(viii ) The amount of compulsory deposit required to be made under 
this Scheme in any financial year shall be reduced by the amount deduced , 
if any, under the Additional Emoluments (Compulsory Deposit) Act, 1974 , 
during that year; 

The amount of the compulsory deposit made under this scheme is, 
however, not eligible for deduction in computing the current income s 

(ix ) The amount o current income and the compulsory deposit 
shall be rounded off to the nearest multiple of Rs. 10; 

(x ) A depositor may nominate, in Form F one ormore persons 
who will be entitled to the repayment of compulsory deposit in the event of 
death of the depositor. (Specimen of Form F is enclosed ); 

(xi) The deposits shall carry simple interest at a rate equal to the 
maximum bank rate (currently 10 % per annum ). Interest accruing on the 
deposits shall qualify for exemption from income-tax along with income on 
other approved investments under Section 80L of the income-tax Act, 1961; 

(xii) The amount of compulsory deposit made during a financial 
year together with interest thereon would be repayable in five equal instal 
ments commencing from the expiry of two years from the end of the 
financial year in which the deposit is made; 

(xiii) The amount of compulsory deposit and interest thereon shall 
not be liable to attachment under any decree or any Court in respect of any 
debt or liability incurred by the depositor ; and 

(xiv) In cases where the deposit is not made in accordance with the 
Scheme, the Income-tax Officer may make an order requiring the person to 
make the deposit in accordance with that order. In addition , penalty cqual 
to 25 per cent of the amount of deposit in default is exigible. 

2. The expression current income refers to the estimated amount of 
total income of the relevant previous year computed in accordance with the 
provisions of the Income-tax, Act, 1961 (excluding capital gains and income 
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referred to in Section 2 (24 ), (ix ) of that Act viz . Winnings from lotteries, 
crossword puzzles, races and other games of any sort) as increased by the 
estimated amount of net agricultural income computed in accordance with 
the Finance Act of the relevant year. For computing the current income, 
the salary income is to be first reduced by the deposits made, if any , during 
the financial year under the additional Emoluments (Compulsory Deposits) 
Act, 1974 , and allowance thereafter made for the usual deductions viz ; 

(a ) standard deduction in respect of expenditure incidential 
to employment admissible under the Income tax Act; and 

(b ) deductions permissible under the Income Tax Act with 
reference to qualifying savings through specified media e. g. contributions to 
provident funds, payments towards life insurance premia . 

The balance so arrived is to be aggregated with income from other 
sources (e. g ) income from house property, interest on securities and deposits 
etc. less deductions thereon where admissible ) and net agricultural income 
this will constitute the current Income. 

3. In cases where the current income ranges between Rs. 15101 
15620 , the compulsory deposit will be equal to the excess of the current 
income over Rs. 15,000 . 

4. Two illustrations of calculation of compulsory deposit are given in 
the Aunexure . 

5. It is requested that the contents of this letter may be brought to 
the notice of all officers who are to make deposits under the Scheme.

And whereas it appears to the Government of Kerala that the lands 
specified in the schedule below is needed or is likely to be needed for a 
public purpose to wit, for the construction of a Broad Gauge Railway iine 
from Trivandrum Central to Tirunelveli junction (Block No. I). Notice to 
that effect is hereby given to all whom it may concern , in accordance with 
the provisions of section 3 (1) of the said Act. 

Under sub section (4 ) of section 19 of the said Act, the Government 
direct that in view of the urgency of the case, the provisions of section 5 of 
the Act shall not apply to this case.
